Who shall say how many of tho 
lost notes aro not oaten by rats or 
mlco. or torn to shreds In play by Tim- 
othy, tho wlnsomo eat?

VILLAGE WATER WORKS. 

Practical Hint, nn to I'lnn «n.l Con- 

.truct Them. 

Ono of tho first questions will be. 
shall tho town own its own works, or 
shall Bomo private corporation lie con- 
tracted with for tho purpose? Tho 
best thing to bo dono at first Is to get 
an engineer of practical experience in 
water works, and not connected with 
any particular system of pumps or 
machinery, to make a general prelimi- 
nary survey of the place and advise us 
to what should be done. This will 
cost two or three hundrod dollars, and 
will probably save two or three thou- 
sand. If tho work Is to bo done by a 
private corporation tho contract with 
tho town should bo carefully drawn 
under tho advise of such an englnoor. 
It It bo decided that tho work shall bo 
done by tho municipality, a well- 
trained englnoor should bo- em- 
ployed to plan and Buporvlso 
the construction of tho works, 
his plans to be approved by aomo 
skilled wntor-works' englnoor; and 
thero should bo a definite understand- 
ing that ho Is to booomo tho municipal 
engineer and takochurgo of the opera- 
tion of tho works as woll as of whnt is to 
follow. From the very commencement 
tho Introduction of wator-plpos Into 
houses should bo mado under regula- 
tions, to prevent wasto and to allow 
oasy inspection ns to wholher such 
waste is going on. Tho introduction 
of a wutor supply Involvos arrange- 
ments for the removal of this water 
aftor it has boon used. It should bo 
mndo uso of to carry off all the excreta 
of the placo, and, for towns of tho size 
I am considering, this is best dono by 
a system of small carthon plpe-sowcrs. 
Sewers and water supply are almost 
inseparably connected. You can not 
havo the former until the latter has 
been secured, mid tho sooner tho 
eewers follow tho water-pipes the 
better. It Is tho combination of 
tho two that pays as an Invest- 
ment. As the future inhabitants are 
to h*ve all this benefit. It Is fair that 
they should meet part of tho cost, and 
hence raising the money by bonds, 
with provisions for creation of a sink- 
ing fund which will rcdoem them in 
about forty jours Is a very propor way 
of mooting tho first outlay, while at 
the same tlmo such bonds are n good 
Investment. To the peoplo of nil the 
many towns which as yet have no gen- 
eral water supply, I would say, make 
up your minds promptly that you must 



have It, get the advioe of a skilled, 
disinterested englnoor us to how to 
host secure It, then go ahead mid ob- 
tain It in perfect security that you aro 
doing a humane and adan thing for 
which your children nnd your child- 
ren's children will hnve good cuuso 
to bo gruleful to you. -Dr. John S.

ROCKETS IN STORMS. 

nl.trlbutlns Oil fiver I^trve Stretches ol 
Trouhlcd Wntrr. 

Tho patent for iui Improved method 
ot distributing oil on a stormy son. In- 
vented In Germany, bos been purchased 
by tho N'orddoutsoho Lloyd Steamship 
Company. 

A rockot, to which Is attached a 
cylinder filled with oil. comprhjos tho 
main part of* tho putont. 

When n heavy storm arises on tho 
oconn, nnd tho »hlp Is In danger from 
tho waves, the rocket, It Is said, can 
be fired so that the oil In tho cylinder 
can bo distributed ut any point tho 
nuvlgaUirs wish. • 

Sovoral very interesting experiments 
have beon lately made by tho eaptulns 
of tho Nord-deutscho Lloyd steamships 
during fclorrns on tho Atluntlc. They 
go to show that the rockols can bo so 
fired that the oil can bo distributed 
ovor from 2,000 to 5,000 square feet of 
troubled water. 

On ono occasion recently n racket 
was fired a distance of over 1,600 foot 
Again, when In a nor'wester, another 
rockot was fired in the teeth of n gulo 
a distanco of 900 feet. By tho explosion 
of five roekots at a dlstnnco of l,!f00 to 
1,400 feet from ono of tho Nord- 
deulsche fleet, a space of 2.000 to 8,000 
square feet of water was covered with 
tho oil, and tho heavy motion of the 
Boa calmed.

Tho suit was tiled and argued tho 
samo day aud tho dec slon was 
rendered the following morning and 
in the very nature of things the con- 
clusions of tho Court must have been 
arrived at somewhat hastily. It Is 
not the purpose of this article to go 
into a discussion of the legal points 
involved, but tho Kkntlckian is not 
willing to surrender at the Brat show 
of opposition the victory gained last 
fall at the polls. The case should by 
all means bo carried to the Court ol 
Appoals and if the O. V. Company U 
sincere in its expressed iutoutioo to 
omo to Hopkinsville It will promptly 
appeal the case and try to have it a I 
vauced on the docket and passed up 
on within thirty days. H tho O. V 
hesitates now it will be a bad sign, 
but in any event the case should bo 
takeu up. There is a forfeit of 125,- 
000 np and If the O. V. fails to com- 
ply with its contract, the county 
should secure this money. For this 
reason If for no other Judge Win free 
should, If the O. V. falls to appeal, 
mako au appropriation sufficient to 
enable tho County Attorney lo ap- 
peal the case and if possible have the 
legality of the electiou sustained by a 
reversal of Judge (.race's decision, 
which we have every reason to be- 
lieve would bo dono. 

If we should be beaten in the high 
er Court then the next thing would 
be something else. Ouo thing Is 
cortaiu. Hopkinsville Is de'ermiued 
o have more than one railroad.

B. 1. Baroato, one of the wealthiest 

diamond minors in tho world, is a can- 
didate for Parliament from Ktmborloy, 
and Is making a bittor personal fight 
for tho ofllco. At a recent pnbllo 
meomtsur. in denying some stated 
made against him by tha opposing 
party, Mr. Bernato related the history 
of his career ia the colony. It roads 
like apagefrom tho "Arabian Nlghta. 
He said that ho came to the colony in 
1873, and In 1875 he bought the Brat 
claim in Klmborley, paying a good price 
for 1L In 1881 ho owned four claims, 
which ho floated rnto a company for 
£25,000 a claim, making with tho ma- 
chinery, an aggregation of £116,000. 
That was his first attempt to put him- 
self In a good financial position, and 
he succeedod. This was called tho 
Barnato company. In 1884 bo bought 
tho Stewart ground, paying the high- 
est price over givon in Klmberloy. 
Yet with that speculation alone he 
mado £20,000. After tho company 
passed out of his control, although the 
claims stood at £35,000 each, the con- 
cern paid a dividend of 9 per cent 
within three months, and did so at the 
expiration of each following quarter, 
until the chums at the end of nine 
Months represented a value of £33,000 
sjach. 

In the course of time tho ground be- 
came covered with reef, and a heavy 
mining debt was saddled upon the 
corporation. Mr. Barnato loaned 
tho money to aid the company, al- 
though, as he naively admitted. "Had 
I put the property up at auction I 
oould have bought It at an enormous 
proflL Standard shares woro at £17; 
Klmberloy Centrals, with their claims, 
valued at £2,000 each, woro at £25, 
and I amoconvlnced that I oould have 
bought In the Barnato block with 
great advantage to myself. But what 
did I do? I amalgamated with the 
Standard Mining Company, and 
brought the Bbares that originally cost 
£50, nfter four yours' work, up to 
£150." 

This will give you an idea of how 
wealth can bo amassed In tho diamond 
Holds.

tho exports of this colony. The dia- 
mond industry of this colony is a gov- 
ernment within a government; and If 1 
am lit enough to sit on the board of the 
consolidated mines, as holding one- 
eighth of thomlnlngintorestlnUrlqua- 
liuid WuhL idong with such men as 
Hon. C. J. Rhodes nml tho representa- 
tives of the hlstorio house of the 
Rothsohlld. surely I om quite good 
enough to represent this coustltuenoy 
of Klmberloy and Boaconsfleld." 

You can estimate from Mr. Horaato'fl 
holdings whnl his income mnst be. It 
Is only a quostloa of ttnre, and ef tbo 
continuance of the diamond yleM. wtren 
the South African dlomowrl king will 
eclipse in wealth the Indian Maharajah 
and tho railroad monarch of America.

agreed case iu Circuit Court to pass 
upon tho legality of the O. V. bonds 
issued by this couuty. 1 he suit was 
filed in the name of J. T. Smith, a 
lax payer, and argued die same day 
by Judge I - mde- for the O. V. and 
by Mr. Stites for the county court. 
The case was submitted to Ihe court 
iu the arternoon and taken under ad 
viseinciit uutil the following morn 
Ing. Tho, (.pinion was universal 
among the lawyers as well as the 
public geuerally that the validity ol 
the bonds would be sustained. The 
|K>lnt raised by the opposition was 
that au old statute ol 1870, prohibi- 
ting the voting on two railroad prop- 
ositions the tamo day, had never been 
repealed. The O. V. attorney ar- 
gued that the adoption or the reviled 
statute later repealed this sptcial 
statute. Ue further claimed that the 
C & T. propoaitlon, through a mis- 
ake; had not beeu advertised long 
enough aud consequently was not a 
legal submission. 

Ou Saturday morning Judge Gi ace 
delivered bis opiulon orally, though 
It was iu writing. He held that the 
bouds were Invalid upon the grouud 
that the 1870 statute was still lu foice 
and also upon the further ground 
that the Couuty Judge acting alone 
had no right to submit, the O. V. 
proposition. The decision was a sur- 
prise to everybody and a strong feel- 
ing or mingled disappointment aud 
indignation soon pervaded the city. 
Somo were disposed to liar>hly criti- 
cise Judge Grace, claiming that the 
decision was one in line with his oft- 
expressed ideas against taxation for 
railroads; but most of our people, 
while believing Ihe court was in er- 
ror, sre williug to concede an honest 
purpose aud au unbiased judgment. 
Tho decision is nothing short ol a 
calamity. With the exception of a 
few exponents of "const! tullonal' 1 
law and omniscient I-told-you-ios, 
there waa not a man iu the couuly 
who expected such a decision. If the 
higher Court itislalus it, aud the O 
V. rsally wauls lo come to Ilopkius- 
ville, tho fight will have to be mada 
over again from Ihe start.

| West Uttll squadron, sno Ml i.sso- 
clatod with all tho movements In which 
tho Hartford was rnjraged under Ad- 
miral Karrnfriit. Under command of 
Captain (nftorward Rour-Adrairal) 
Jam- - H- Alden, sho woo in tho ex- 
pedition up tho Mississippi river ai 
tho capture of Now Orleans, on May 
1, 1862, and la the onjragemoat at 
l'ort Hudson on March 17. 1881 At 
Port Hudson she was struck with can- 
non balls twenty-seven tlmoe, and lost 
a largo number of men. including l.iou- 
lonant-Coramandor Cummlnga. the ex- 
ecutive oRlcor. Cnptain (after Admir- 
al) Thornton A. Jenkins relieved t'np- 
tuln Alden, and commanded tho Rich' 
mond in tho light and capture of Mo- 
bile Bay, on August .">, 1864, when she 
was third in lino. 

Previous to hor service in the Asiatic 
squadron tho Richmond was on duty 
In tho Mediterranean. She returned 
In 1877 and waa ordered to Boston, 
where sho was oxtunntvely repaired, in 
fact, nearly rebuilt. She woe Inspect- 
ed by t'ommodoro Upshur, who then 
commanded the Boston Navy Yard, 
and was found to be one of the b 
and strongest vessels In the service. 
She was provided with new machlnory, 
and was tho first reeset to bv» construct- 
ed with ventilating pipes leading 
around tho skin of the vessel from the 
bilges to tho spar deck. On December 
1K7K, she made a trial trip from 
Boston to Now York at an average 
speed of eight knots an hour, the max- 
imum speed being ton knots. She was 
then lilted out and went to the Asiatie 
squadron by way of tho Sues Canal, 
oarly in 1879. General Grant and his 
party took passage on her on their trip 
around tho world, going as far as Hong 
Kong upon her.— N. Y. Tribune.
